Alrutcn'B  Bombs  Fail 
BOSTON.  July  22.— An  investiga- 
tion  has  been  started  to  determine 
why  bombs  carried  by  naval  aviators 
failed  to  explore  when  dropped  on 
or  about  the  German  submarine 
which  attacked  the  tug  Perth  Amboy 
and  her  barges  off  Cape  Cod  yester- 
day. 

Experts  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
First  Kavnl  District  here  said  the 
bombs  were  provided  to  the  differ- 
ent naval  districts  with  explicit  in- 
structions that  tho  mechanism  mtist 
not  be  overhauled  or  any  effort  made 
to  Improve  it.  It  was  reported  that 
some  of  the  aviators  had  said  that 
some  of  the  bombs  had  failed  in  tests. 
Rear  Admiral  Spencer  9.  Wood, 
commanding  the  di^rict.  refused  to 
comment  on  the  report  that  the 
bombs  dropped  by  the  airmen  yes- 
terday were  "duds."  In  regard  to 
the  attack  he  said:  "I  want  to  cor- 
rect the  impression  given  currency 
by  certain  published  siorlee  that 
Chatham  aircraft  were  late  or  not 
otherwise  promptly  'on  the  Job.*  Such 
stories  1  knew  to  be  misrepresenta- 
tion of  the  facts.  They  were  there 
and  dropped  two  bombs,  the  explo- 
sion of  either  of  which  might  have 
been  effective  in  destroying  the  hos- 
Ule  craft. 

"The  whele  occurrence  from  a  stra- 
tecic  point  of  view  Impresses  me  as 
little  short  of  ridiculous.  I'  gave  the 
Oermana  credit  for  havinc  more  sense 
than  to  waste  good  ammunition  on  a 
couple  of  scowa  worth  hardly  more 
than  the  ammunition  that  sank  them, 
and  believe  the  whole  performance  was 
due  to  a  desire  to  Impress  the  Amer- 
ican public  with  the  MewB  of  the  Ger- 
man operatlOna  and  to  excite  paclflsta, 
whom  they  think  so  numerous  In  this 
country,  to  renewed  efforts  to  end  the- 
war.  It  waa  more  or  lesa  in  the  na-

HABEAS  CORPUS  CASE 

RAISES  NEW  P^pfT 

MONTlFtEAL.  July  22.— Airgument 
was  advanced  in  the  Supreme  Court 
today  that  the  Dominion  Supreme 
Court  Judgment  of  Friday  last  In  the 
Gray  case,  while  it  upholds  the 
validity  of  the  order- in  council  of 
April  20  last,  cancelling  the  exemp- 
tions of  all  men  between  the  ages  of 
20  and  23  is  not  appllcahle  to  the  or- 
derrln-councll  passed  on  April  30, 
professing  to  abolish  the  rights  ot 
habeas  corpus  In  regard  to  men  who 
are  arrested  under  the  military  law. 
It  waa  insisted  that  right  of  haibeaa- 
corpus  still  exists  and  must  be  re- 
spected by  the  military  authorities, 
notwithstanding    the    order-ln-council. 

Mr-  Justice  Monet.  who  heard  argu- 
ments on  both  Bides  of  the  question, 
was  struck  by  the  admitted  fact- that 
while  the  order-«n-council  of  April 
20.  referring  to  the  cancellation  of 
exemptions,  was  abproved  iby  Parlla-, 
ment,  the  order  of  April  80,  regard- 
ing haibeaa  corpus,  was  not  so  ap- 
proved, although  Parliament  was  in 
session  at  the  time. 

"This,  to  my  mind,  is  very  Im- 
portant." remarked  the  judge.  "It 
raises  the  question  of  constltutlona- 
ity  again,  and  may  mean  that  the 
Judgment  of  th^  Supreme  Court  does 
not  apply  to  the  point  %m  regards 
habeas  corpus." 

Judgment    was   reserved. 

LUDENDORFF  TAKES 
HINDENBURG'S  PLACE 

PARIS,  July  20. — General  Luden- 
dorff,  who,  up  to  July  17,  had  borne 
the  title  of  quartermaster-general  of 
the  'German  army,  haa  received  In  a 
German  official  statement  the  title  of 
chief  of  the  general  staff,  according  to 
The  Matin.  Tho  newspaper  points  out 
that  this  title  belongs  to  Fi«ld  Marshal 
^'on  Hlndenburg  and  wonders  what  has 
become  of  him.

The  ob- 
jects of  the  proposed  invasions,  ac- 
cording to  the  authorities,  were  to 
hamper  the  dispatch  of  Canadian 
troops  abroad  and  to  join  armed 
Mexicans  for  the  purpose  of  making 
an  attack  upon  the  United  Statea. 

Federal  ofncials  believe  Xleaandra 
Varda.  better  known  as  the  Countess 
von  Soheele,  waa  the  author  of  letters 
stvned  "L"  which  were  found  in  the 
belongings  of  von  Strensch.  The  wo- 
man was  arrested  shortly  after  von 
Strensoh'a  apprehension  last  week.  In 
these  letters  sentences  indicating  that 
between  November,  1»IS.  and  April  20. 
1M7,  ploU  were  in  existenoe  for  Sfi.OOO 
German  reaervlats  to  crosa  fron  Buf- 
falo to  Brldgeburg,  Ontario,  aad  for  100 
Germane  to  enter  Mexico  at  a  point 
along  the   Rio  Grande. 

The  seiaed  correspondence  also  dis- 
closed that  a  Germen,  aaaummg  a  Rus- 
sian alias  and  disguise,  had  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Curtlss  aviation 
plant.  The  spy  la  now  being  watched 
by  Federal  offldals. 

A  Photograph  of  von  Strensch.  taksn 
in  the  uniform  of  aa  officer  of  the 
Prusaian  Quoard  was  found  alongside  a 
Picture  of  Frederick  William  I,  father 
of  the  present  emperor.

COPENHAGBN,  July  22.— The  Po- 
liUken  aaya  that  threa  British  air- 
planes Friday  morning  attacke4  the 
xeppelin  sheds  at  Tondern,  Bchlesweia. 
one  of  the  moat  important  stations  for 
air  attacks  on  England.  The  ma- 
chines took  the  direction  of  Tondern 
about  S  o'clock  in  the  morning  and 
returned  between  •  and  7  o'clock  at 
tremendous  speed.  Some  Oerman 
warships  were  seen  oft  the  coast  at 
the  same  time.  They  fired  on  the 
British  machlnea.  which  were  also 
chased  by  Oerman  airplanes.  The 
flaht  stopped  at  the  DanUh  border. 
The  British  passed  over  Danish  ter- 
ritory, the  paper  adds,  while  the  Oar- 
mans  took  a  course  over  the  sea.  One 
British  machine  landed  near  Pram- 
mince,  and  the  airman  asked  to  ba 
taken  to  SIsbJerv,  where  he  was  In- 
terned In  a  hotel.  A  half  hour  later 
another  machine  landed  and  the  avi- 
ator was  interned  in  the  same  hotel. 
The  airmen  are  believed  to  have 
effected  important  results,  as  a  areat 
ammunition  dump  near  Tondern  ex- 
ploded. 

Warships,  believed  to  be  British 
and  German,  were  seen  off  the  west 
of  Jutland  all  day.  The  British  flred 
on  German  airplanes,  and  one  of  the 
latter  was  seen  floating  on  the  sea  off 
Suvenberf. 

An  oflUcial  report  received  from 
Berlin  says  that  three  British  airmen 
made  an  early  morntnc  attack  Friday 
on  the  seppelin  hangrar  at  Tondern. 
No  material  damage  was  done  and  no 
one  was  killed,  the  report  adds. 

LONDON,  July  22. — Concernins  the 
offlcial  report  from  Berlin  on  Satur- 
day announcinff  ^hat  tbreo  British  alr»- 
men  had  made  an  early  morninc  at- 
tack on  a  Zeppelin  hangar  at  Tondern, 
Bchleswelv,  but  that  no  material  dam- 
age had  been  done,  military  author- 
ities consider  the  raid  aa  a  brilliant 
exploit.  They  assert  that  it  appears 
to  have  accomplished  important  re- 
sults at  a  small  cost.  Two  seppelins 
are  believed  to  have  been  in  the  sheds 
destroyed,  since  stormy  weather  pre- 
vailed, in  which  xeppelina  would  not 
have  ventured  out. 

A    large   naval   force   was    required 
for  the  operation.

MILITARY  CALLED  IN 

AT  JQUETTE,  QUE 

JOLIBTTB.  Que..  July  22.— A  de- 
tachment of  the  4th  BatUUon.  C.Q.R.. 
was  dispatched  here  Saturday  under 
Major  Austin,  following  a  near  riot 
when  the  Dominion  police  a  while 
before  arrested  a  farmer  named  J.  A. 
Joly  of  thbt  town.  A  crowd  collected, 
and  by  the  Ume  the  polioa  and  their 
captive  reached  the  lockup  there  were 
many  hundreds  of  shouting  men  and 
the  outlook  was  very  threatening. 

A  number  of  men  are  said  to  ba 
trying  to  avoid  arrest,  and  others  are 
making  threata  to  shoot  the  Dominion 
police  on  sight.  Hence  the  appear- 
ance of  the  soldiers.

METAL  TRADES  MEN 
STRIKE  AT  WINNIPEG 

WINNIPEG,  July,22.— MeUl  trades 
workers  numbering  1.000  men  went 
out  on  strike  this  morning.  This  will 
affect  twenty  automobile  repair  shops 
here,  the  Stewart  Shell  Loader  Com- 
pany, the  Dominion  Bridge  Works, 
Manitoba  Bridge  A  Iron  Works,  Vul- 
can Iron  Works,  Stewart  Machinery 
Company  and  the  Western  Iron 
Works. 

The  meUI  workers  struck  for  high- 
er wages.  The  royal  commission 
which  was  appointed  to  Investigate 
the  grievances  existing  between  the 
employers  and  employees,  and  whksh 
has  been  in  session  ^or  two  weeks,  has 
reached  no  flnding  yet.  The  men  de- 
cided not  to  wait  for  the  commis- 
sion's decision,  voting  unanimously  to 
go  out. 


WILL  NOT  CALL 
RAILWAY  !1KE 


Action  of  American  Federation 
of  Labor  Decides  Question — 
Western  Men  Still  Talk  of 
Striking  Separately, 


MONTREALi.  July  22. — There  will 
be  no  general  strike  of  railway  shop- 
men in  Canada,  at  least  for  the  pres- 
ent. The  intervention  of  the  railway 
department  of  t,he  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  following  the  action  of 
the  adoption  by  the  railways  of  the 
McAdoo  schedule,  with  amendments, 
last  week,  was  sulBcient  to  prevent 
the  sending  out  of  a  strike  call  to  rail- 
way shopmen's  unions  throughout 
Canada. 

It  also  had  the  effect  of  causing  a 
decided  split  in  the  shopmen's  com- 
mittee that  had  been  in  Montreal  for 
several  weeks  negotiating  with  the 
Railway  War  Board.  Bast  and  West 
clashed,  the  East  for  retaining  good 
relations  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  and  the  Weat  for  tak- 
ing drastic  action  and  that  at  once. 
Western  representatives,  strongly  sup- 
ported by  their  membership,  declared 
that  a  strike  will  yet  be  called  and 
that  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  will  be  defied. 

At  4  o'clock  Saturday  afternoon  the 
shopman's  committee,  which  had 
bee..  In  conference  at  the  Alexafidria 
Hotel,  adjourned  Indeflnitely,  and  at 
10:16  o'clock  Saturday  night  the 
Western  members  of  the  committee, 
who  had  come  to  be  called  "the  laft  | 
wing,"  boarded  the  train  for  Winnl- 
peg. 


OTTAWA.  July  22, — ^An  offlcial  re- 
sume of  the  deliberations  of  the  Im- 
perial   War   Conference      now      being 
held  in  London  and  attended  by  Sir 
Robert   Borden   and     his     colleagues 
has   bee^   cabled   to   the   Director   of 
Public  Information  here  by  the  Brit- 
ish Ministry  of  Information. 
The  cable  reads  as  follows: 
"The     Imperial     War     Conference, 
during  the  past  week,  dealt  with  the 
question   of   the   settlement     of     ex- 
service  men.  reaffirming  the  principle 
laid   down  at  the   last  conference   in 
favor  of  arrangements  by     which  in- 
tending   emigrants    from    the    United 
Kingdom   might  be  induced  to  settle 
in    countries   under    the    British    flag. 
It  expressed  the  opltnon   that  repre- 
sentatives   of    the    Dominion    In      the 
United     Kingdom     should     keep     in 
closest    touch   with   any      new     body 
established      by     His   Majesty's   Gov 
ernment     to     supervise     immigration, 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  and  that 
the   appointment   of     a     consultative 
committee,     not  exceeding  ten   mem- 
bers, on     which     representatlvea     of 
the    Dominion   should    sit    to     advise 
any  such  body,  would  afford  thb  best 
means  of  co-operation. 

"On  the  motion  of  Sir  Joseph 
Wai^.  who  brought  forward  the 
question  at  the  last  conference,  a 
reiblutlon  was  also  passed  on  the 
subject  of  caAle  communications,  em- 
pha^Uslng  the  need,  In  the  highest  In- 
terest of  the  Empire,  for  telegraphic 
rates  being  further  materially  re- 
duced. 

"A  resolution  as  passed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Imperial  mineral  re- 
sources bureau,  establishment  of 
which  was  determined  at  the  last  con- 
ference, dealing  with  the  number  of 
representatives  on  the  governing 
body  and  the  allocation  of  expendi- 
ture. 

"The  conference  also  discussed  the 
question  of  the  giving  of  preference 
In  government  contracts  to  the  Em- 
pire's raw       materials. 

"Temptations  to  Dominion  repre- 
sentatlvea in  this  country  were  also 
discussed  and  the  opinions  Indicated 
by  resolution  at  last  year's  confer- 
ence as  to  the  need  for  action  were 
repeated. 

"A  motion  In  favor  of  the  establish- 
ment of  one  Imperial  court  of  ap- 
peals as  the  supreme  tribunal  for  all 
appellants  in  all  parts  of  the  Empire 
was  discussed. 

"Other  proceedings  of  the  confer- 
ence are  confldentlal  at  present."

VANCOUVER,  July  23.— A  soap 
famine  Is  facing  Vancouver.  A  very 
large  amount  of  the  tallow  used  on 
this  continent  for  soap  making  comes 
from  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 
Commission  merchants  In  Vancouver 
have  for  some  weeks  now  had  their 
orders  for  tallow  cancelled,  being  In- 
formed that  the  United  States  Ship- 
ping Control  Board  had  ordered  prac- 
tically every  ship  leaving  the  Antipo- 
des to  return  with  a  full  cargo  of 
wheat.  The  Canadian-Australian 
steamships,  plying  between  the  An- 
tipodes and  Vancouver,  have  brought 
tallow,  but  the  amount  received  falls 
short  of  the  demand. 

The  "meatleas"  days  and  the  re- 
duced slaughterings  have  already  re- 
sulted in  a  shortage  of  fata,  and  the 
defldency  is  not  t>elng  naada  up  from 
any  other  quarter. 

FRANCE  PAYS  HONOR 
TO  ENGLISHWOMAN 

PARIS,  July  tS. — Vpoa  reeem- 
mendatlon  from  Gen.  Fooh.  Premlar 
Clemeneeau  haa  decorated  Miss 
Prassr.  an  English  ambulance  driver, 
wtth  tha  CrosB  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor,  aad  tha  War  Cross.  Tha  etta« 
tioB  reads: 

"Charged  with  the  transportation 
of  wounded  men  Thursday  night  a»> 
der  heavy  bombardm^t.  she  re- 
ceived two  serious  wounds  from  a 
torpedo,  which  destroyed  h«r  ambu- 
lance. She  had  the  superior  courage 
to  reach  the  sUtion  on  foot  and  tell 
the  doctors  of  the  plight  of  the 
weanded  men.  and  than  fell  naooa- 
aeion." 


PARIS.  July  IS. — Strong  counter- 
attacks delivered  by  the  Germans  last 
night  on  the  front  between  the  Ourcq 
and  the  Marne  were  broken  by  the 
Allies,  the  War  Office  announces  to- 
day. The  AlUed  positions  hava  been 
maintained. 

The  enemy  counter-attacks  were 
delivered  in  the  region  of  Orisolles. 
seven  mllea  northwest  of  Chateau 
Thierry. 

North  of  the  Ourcq  and  between 
the  Marne  and  Rhelms  the  enemy  re- 
acUon  was  limited  to  artillery  Are. 
The  Are  was  particularly  heavy  in  the 
region  of  the  woods  of  Courion  and 
Roy.  The  text  of  the  statement  reads: 
"During  the  night  the  Germyms  lim- 
ited their  reaction  to  artillery  bom- 
bardments north  of  the  Ourca  and 
north  of  the  Marne  and  Rhelms.  not- 
ably in  the  region  of  Courton  and  Roy 
woods. 

"Between  the  Ourck  and  the  Marne 
we  have  broken  strong  counter- 
attacks by  the  Germans  in  the  region 
from  Grisolles  to  Bezu-8t.  Germain. 
We  have  maintained  our  positions 
throughout  the  line." 

The  text  of  Ust  night's  sUtement 
reads:  \ 

"The  battle  continues  under  favor- 
able conditions  along  the  whole  front 
between  the  Marne  and  Alsne.  North 
of  the  Ourcq,  driving  back  the  enemy, 
we  have  progressed.  Fighting  in  the 
region  north  of  Vlllemontoire  and  on 
the  south  haa  advanced  to  the  east 
of  tha  general  line  of  Tigny-Billy-sur- 
Oarcq. 

"South  of  the  Ourcq  we  made  an 
important  advance  beyond  Neuilly-St. 
Front,  occupying  the  heights  ea^  of 
La  Croix  and  Grisolles.  "* 

"Under  the  double  pressure  of  the 
Franco-American  forces  between  the 
Ourcq  and  the  Marne,  and  the  French 
unite  who  crossed  the  river  between 
the  Ourcq  and  Charlesves.  the  Ger- 
mans were  driven  back  beyond  the 
line  of  Bexu-SU  Germain  and  Mont. 
St.  Pete. 

"Chateau  Thierry  is  widely  freed 
to    the    north. 

"Between  the  Marne  and  Rhelms 
the  lighting  was  extremely  violent. 
Franco-British  and  lUlian  troops  at- 
tacked with  indefatigable  energy  and 
captured  Ste.  Euphraise  arid  Bouilly 
and  made  gains  in  the  Ardre  Valley. 
Courton  wood  and  Bois-du-Roi. 

"The  British  took  four  cannon  and 
400   prisoners. 

"Aviation,  Jul:?  20 — Storms  and  low 
clouds  hampered  the  work  of  our  avi- 
ators. Eleven  German  machines  were 
downed  by  anti-aircraft  guns.  French 
and  British  aviators  have  made  sev- 
eral raids  into  the  battle  sone,  and 
six  tons  of  explosives  were  dropped 
on  bivouacs,  convoys  and  concentra- 
tion points  of  the  enemy.  Second 
Lieut.  Fonck  downed  seven  machines 
in  four  days,  making  66  machines  that 
have  t>een  downed  by  this  pilot. 

"Belgian  communication  —  There 
haa  been  tha  usual  artillery  activity. 
Second  Lieut.  Coppens  of  the  artillery 
downed  two  enemy  balloons.  One 
airplane  was  downed  by  anti-aircraft 
guns." 

German  Report 
BERLIN.  July  22. — North  of  Cha- 
teau Thierry,  according  to  the  offlcial 
statement  issued  today,  the  Americans 
suffered  pariicuUrly  heavy  losiwe. 
The  text  of  the  statement  reads: 

"A  violent  artillery  Muel  on  the 
Ancre  was  followed  between  Beau- 
mont and  Hamel  by  British  infantry 
attacks,  which  we  repulsed. 

"Between  the  Alsne  and  the  Marne. 
the  enemy  yesterday  sought  by  the 
employment  of  new  divisions  to  bring 
about  a  decision  in  the  battle.  The 
enemy  was  repulsed,  suffering  heavy 
losses. 

"The  French  subject  peoples,  Al- 
gerians,  Tunisians,  Moroccans  and 
Senegalese,  were  in  the  fighting  and 
bore  the  main  burden  of  the  struggle. 
"Senegalese  battalions,  which  were 
distributed  among  the  French  divi- 
sions as  battering  rams,  stormed  be- 
hind the  tanks  in  advance  of  the 
white  Frenchmen. 

"Americans,  including  black  Ameri- 
cans, and  Englishmen  and  Italians, 
fought  between,  the  French.  After 
two  heavy  days  of  fighting,  the  at- 
tacking strength  of  our  troops  again 
made  Itself  fully  felt.  They  had  ac- 
customed themselves  to  the  enemy 
method  of  attack,  made  wfthout  artil- 
lery preparation  and  based  upon  the 
massed  employment  of  tanka.  which 
at  llrst  caused  them  surprise. 

"The  fighting  of  yesterday  ranks,  in 
achievements  of  leaders  and  troops 
and  in  its  victorious  resiilts,  on  a  level 
with  former  great  fighting  successes 
which  have  been  gained  on  this  bat- 
tlefield. 

"On  the  heights  southeaat  af  Sols- 
sons  the  atUcks  of  the  enemy  against 
the  town,  which  were  launched  after 
the  strongest  drumfire,  collapsed. 
Led  by  Unka.  the  enemy  Infantry 
rushed  forward  to  the  attack  as  many 
as  seven  times  against  the  road  from 
Solssona  to  Chateau  Thierry,  north  of 
the  Ourcq. 

"Northwest  of  Chateau  Thierry  our 
regiments,  who  during  the  last  few 
weeks  have  over  and  again  been 
vainly  attacked,  yasterdsy  atao  victor- 
iously held  their  positions  against 
many  times  repeated  strong  attacka 
by    the   Americana. 

"The  Americana  have  suffered  espe- 
cially heavy  losses,  and  during  the 
night,  undtoturbed  by  the  enemy,  we 
withdrew  our  defencee  In  the  terri- 
tory north  and  northeast  of  Chataaa 
Thierry. 

"On  tha  southern  bank  of  tha 
Mama,  after  four  hours  of  artillery 
proparatloa  and  under  oorsr  of  a 
haairy  Sra  aod  with  mimeroua  tanks. 
tha  anaaly  made  oombtaed  attacks

It  Is  possible  now  to  purchase  salmon 
at  a  now  market  opened  i.i  Vancou- 
ver at  12  or  l(  cento  a  pound,  which 
ehews  the  price  which  prevails  here 
and  elsewhere  is  abnormal.    We  may

From    Soissons    to    Rhelms,    alone 
the  front  of  the  whole  salient  between 
the  Alans  and  the  Mame,  the  Allies 
are  eteadlly  hammering  the  German 
line  and  slowly  forcing  the  enemy  to 
retreat.     During   the   week-end  good 
progress  was  made  and  the  captures 
in  prisoners  and  guna  materially  In- 
creased.       After      taking      Chateau 
Thierry  the  Allies  are  moving  north- 
eastwards from  that  point  and  there 
are  indications  the  Germans  are  plan- 
ning to  retreat    to  the   line  of    the 
Vesls  River.     French  troops  are  now 
astrids       of       the       Solssons-Chateau 
Thierry  road.     British  troops  are  now 
lighting  on  the  right  flank  of  the  salient, 
while  the  Americans  are  driving  the 
enemy   northward  from    the    Mame. 
There  are  one  or  more  Italian  divisions 
somewhere  between  Rheims  and  the 
Marne.   and.,  from   all   acoounta   they 
have   acquitted   themselves   gloriously 
in  what  Is  now  admitted  to  be  a  strik- 
ing victory. 

Bfforta    of   ths    Germans    to    react 
east  of  Rheires,   following  the  para- 
lysing stroke  delivered  by  the  Allies 
farther   west,    have   been    unavailing. 
It  is  said  the  ehemy  has  been  forced 
to   withdraw   divisions   'from    Prince 
Rupprecht's  front,  which  may  mean 
the    reeerves    between    Soissons    and 
Rhelms  aire  becoming  exhausted.     It 
will  be  found,  when  the  full  story  of 
this  battle  is  told,  that  the  Allies  have 
accomplished  even  more  than  appears 
on  the  surface.    To  a  considerable  ex- 
tent   t)iey    have    broken    Germany's 
Initiative.     In  doing  so  they  have  In- 
fUcted   unusually   heavy   casualties  as 
well  as  admlnistet-ing  a  severe  blow  to 
the  eneroy'e  offensive  power.     Picked 
troope  have  had  to  be  brought  up  to 
undertake  the  counter-attacks,  which 
are  being  made  unceasingly  in  an  at- 
tempt   to    halt    the    Allied    progress. 
General      Foch's      purpose      is      like 
adamant.       It    Is    to     wipe     out     the 
salient    which    is   a   threat   to   Paris. 
If  he  is  unsuccea^ful  for  the  moment, 
the  battle  will  be  resumed  again  and 
again  until  he  achieves  his  aim.     It 
Is    possible    that,    to    aid    the    ^arne 
offensive,    the   Allies    will  vmdertake 
another  operation   on  a   considerable 
scale  along  some  other  part  of  their 
front.

If  the  man  on  the  street  were  asked 
how  many  aeroptanee  had  been  built  In 
Censd^  since  the  Spring  of  1V17.  when 
aeroplane  building  began  in  this 
eeuntry,  hs-  might  guess  as  high  as 
»00.  Half  a  doasn  or  a  dosen  ma- 
chines satllnk  in  ths  air  above  a  train- 
ing camp  looks  like  auite  a  flock  to 
the  everyday  oltisen  on  the  ground. 
But  to  mention  a  flotilla  of  a  hundred 
or  five  hundred  takee  his  credulity  to 
believe  there  are  that  many  machines 
In  Canada. 

Tet  It  Is  a  faet  that  alnee  the  latter 
part  of  1917  nearly  three  thousand 
aeroplanes  have  been  built  In  Canada 
and  all  of  these  are  in  nee  in  Canadian 
training  camps  except  a  few  which 
were  sept  to  the  Winter  training  camp 
at  Fort  Worth.  Texas,  and  Isft  there. 

Last  year  the  ImperUl  Government 
naked  the  Munitions  Board  in  Canada 
to  establish  a  plant  for  building  aero- 
planes. The  board  with  characteris- 
tic thoroughness  went  at  the  job  and 
before  long  a  good  many  million  dol- 
lars, directed  by  the  best  organizing 
ability  available,  were  put  to  work. 
Qufck  Work 
The  magic  of  money  and  brains 
combined  resulted  In  the  eetabllsh- 
ment  of  a  great  plant  ,  that  covers 
acres  of  ground  and  the  floor  space  of 
which  would  make  a  good-sised  farm. 
In  forty-five  days  after  the  first  sod 
was  turned  the  wheels  wsre  turning 
and  many  hundreds  of  men  were 
working  on  the  first  batch  of  aero- 
planes. Since  that  time  machines 
have  been  coming  out  In  a  steady 
stream  at  the  rate  of  300  a  month.  - 

Besides  the  factory,  great  training 
camps,  aerodromes  with  irunnery 
sc1iM>T  of  the  Ro^al  Air  Force  have 
been  established.  In  British  Columbta 
over  sixty  logging  camps  and  many 
aaw  mills  are  cutting  aeroplane  tim- 
ber and  lumber. 

The  writer  enjoyed  a  personally 
conducted  tour  of  the  aeroplane  fac- 
tory recently  and  waa  shown  many 
wonderful  things,  many  being  sterles 
which  one's  fingers  fairly  tingle  to  put 
on  paper,  but  which  cannot  be  made 
public  yet. 

Any  sort  of  well  organised  Induatrlal 
plant  is  Interesting,  but  a  factory 
where  aeroplanes  are  made  Is  Invsst- 
ed  with  a  romance  which  attaches  to 
the  most  romantic  engine  of  war 
which  has  been  developed  In  the 
present  struggle. 

British  Columbta  Tlmher 
Starting  with  the  woodworkers,  the 
writer  was  shown  the  lumber  as  it 
oomes  from  the  mills  of  the  tar  away 
British  Columbia  Coast.  This  lumber 
looks  like  white  pine,  but  it  has  the  re- 
siliency of  elm.  the  toughness  of  hick- 
ory, and  color  of  pine. 

The  g)ant  trees,  known  as  sliver  or 
Sitka   spruce,    from    which    it    Is   cut 
are  from  six  feet  to  twelve  feet  in  di- 
ameter, and  they  raise  their  plumed 
heads   800   feet   Into   the  soft  Pacific 
air,  straight     as  ap     arrow.     A     tree 
eight  feet  In  diameter  was  k  seedling 
i^en    Columbus  dfsec^ered   Amtelca;^ 
A  tWelve-fOot  veteran  waa  several  hun- 
dred years  old  before  Captain  Vancou- 
ver sailed  up  the  Gulf  of  Georgia  and 
discovered     its     habitat.     And     today 
they  are  yielding  up  their  great  trunks 
that  freedom  may  be  preserved  oh  the 
earth  and  that  the     Hun     shall     not 
dominate  and  desecrate  the  beautiful 
land  from  which  they  have  sprung. 
Selected  Wood 
In  the  aeroplane  factory  are  piles  of 
lumber     in  sheds     and  kilns     and  in 
freight  cars  on  sidings  carefully  select- 
ed from  the     great  trunks     of     those 
trees.     At  the   mills  where   the  logs 
are  rough  sawed  about  80  per  ceht  of 
the  log    is  selected     for    re-selectlon. 
Every  plank   is  rigidly  Inspects.     A 
knot  as  big  as  a  needle,  where  some 
ancient  twig  became  eubmerged  in  the 
trunk's  growth  will  condemn  a  plank 
for     aeroplane     construction.       Bvery 
board  must    be    absolutsly    clear    of 
checks  or  knots. 

If  the  end  of  the  plank  shows  less 
than  five  annular  rings  It  indicates 
that  during  a  period  of  ita  life  the  tree 
grew  rapidly,  and  consequently  the 
grain  will  be  coarse  and  unreltable  and 
that  plank  will  go  Into  the  discard. 
The  slower  the  growth  the  finer  and 
denser  will  the  grain  be. 

Then  none  of  the  outaide  or  sap- 
wood  of  the  log  is  suitable  for  this 
purpose,  neither  may  the  heart  of  the 
log  be  used.  So  that  when  the  sawyer 
has  taken  what  he  needs,  according  to 
his  rules,  two-thirds  of  the  log  will 
find  Its  way  to  storage  piles,  some  to 
go  aa  lumber  for  ordinary  uses,  sdme 
to  be  ground  Into  pulp  at  the  paper 
mills  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

At  the  factory  the  lumber  comes  un- 
der a  sUll  more  rigid  inspection  and 
sslection.  It  comes  In  pieces  from 
two  to  four  inches  thick  and  from  four 
to  eight  Inches  wide  and  up  to  sixteen 
feet  in  length.  Of  oourse  planks  are 
cut  at  the  coast  mills  np  to  forty  and 
fifty  feet  long,  but  all  the  long  stuff  is 
shipped  to  Bngland  for  the  wing 
beams  off  battle  and  scout  planss. 

From  the  lumber  at  the  factory  only 
perfect  pieces  are  selected  for  the 
wing  beams.  A  piece  not  sultablo  for 
wing  beams  may  contain  shorter  pieces 
for  braces  and  the  cross  beams  and 
standards.  There  Is.  therefore,  very 
little  waete  at  the  factory. 

Indastrtal  Possibilities 
As  yet  only  Instructional  machines 
are  built  in  Canada,  but  after  the  war 
It  Is  very  probable  that  commerotai 
maohlnee  will  be  turned  out,  for  there 
Is  little  doubt  that  the  aeroplane  will 
become  almost  as  common  as  the 
motor  oar  for  many  purposss.

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Aid.  Andros  Calls  Increase  to 
Highly-Paid  Men  "Outrage" 
—"More  Discontent  Than 
tver,"  Says  Acting  Mayor. 


The  City  Council  added  >aj)other 
week  to  its  six  months'  postponement 
of  definite  action  In  the  civic  wace 
question  last  night.  The  aldermen 
decided  that  they  could  not  eonaelen- 
clously  vote  in  favor  of  authorising 
the  execution  of  the  conciliation 
board's  recommendations  until  they 
had  Individually  been  gtren  an  oppor- 
tuaKy  of  making  a  thorough  study 
of  them.  They  demanded  that  copies 
of  the  award  should  be  furnished  each 
member  of  the  Council.  Next  Mon^ 
day  ther  will  be  In  a  position  to  act. 

Incidentally,  the  conalderatlon  of 
what  should  be  done  in  connection 
with  the  award  oocasioned  some  crit- 
icism of  its  contents  by  two  or  three 
of  the  aldermen.  Some  of  them 
thought  the  board  had  gone  beyond 
tta  scope  In  several  of  its  recom- 
mendations. 

Aldermen  Sargent  and  Androa  were 
the  flrst  to  voice  the  opinion  that  the 
matter  had  better  be  tabled  for  a 
week  until  copies  of  the  finding  were 
furnished  each, member.  An  amend- 
ment to  receive  the  award  and  act  on 
It  was  put  forward  by  Aid.  FuUerton, 
seconded  by  Aid.  Harvey,  but  failed 
to  get  sufllclent  support. 

Council  to  Blame 

"We  have  given  our  word  to  abide 
by  the  award,"  declared  Aid.  Harvey. 
"We  have  no  alternative  but  to  accept 
it.  We  must  admit  that  we  have 
made  rather  a  muddle  of  this.  I  may 
be  dense,  but  I  could  see  months  ago 
that  we  were  faced  with  the  neces- 
sity of  granting  an  increase,  yet  the 
Council  has  been  dilly-dallying  with 
the  proposition  for  more  than  half  a 
year.  Tf  we  had  acted  definitely  at 
an  early  date  we  should  have  avoided 
this  condition.  We  are  alone  respon- 
sible for  it.  And  since  we  have  got 
ourselves  Into  this  predicament,  we 
might  as  well  make  the  best  of  It. 
The  Council  has  made  its  bed;  let  us 
recline  on  it,  even  though  it  may  be 
uncomfortable." 

"Aid.  Harvey  Is  not  the  only  man 
In  the  Council  who  wants  to  keep  his 
word,"  asserted  Aid.  Andros.  "He 
would  make  us  believe  that  he  la  the 
only  honest  man  here." 

"I  can  at  leaat  be  consistent."  In- 
terjected Aid.  Harvey. 

Aid.  Andros  went  on  to  say  that  all 
he  had  seen  of  the  conciliation  board's 
award  was  in  the  newspapers,  aad 
what  he  saw  in  the  papers  he  didn't 
sail  to  his  mast. 

Aasalls  Flndlns 

"What  I  am  going  to  say  now  Is 
something  that  some  other  aldermen 
might  hesitate  to  say,"  he  continued. 
"I  want  to  say  that  it  is  an  outrage 
on  the  overburdened  taxpayers  of 
Victoria  that  some  of  these  increases 
should  be  made.  We  have  all  got  to 
economise,  and  if  a  man  can't  live  on 
$3,000  a  year  he  had  better  move 
along.  I  can  live  on  a  good  deal  less, 
and  we  can  get  Just  as  good  men  at 
lesa  money  than  la  provided  by  the 
conciliation  board.  I  want  to  be  re- 
corded as  opposed  to  Increasing  the 
salaries  of  the  high-priced  officials, 
and,  if  the  increase*  have  to  go 
through  I  will  be  in  favor  of  cutting 
down  In  some  other  way.  The  tax- 
payers are  now  practically  sinking 
under  their  burden  and  there  Is  no 
reason  why  we  should  give  bigger  pay 
cheques  to  men  who  already  are  get- 
ting more  than  they  are  worth." 

Aid.  Sangster  could  see  no  harm 
In  laying  the  matter  over  a  week.  Be- 
sides, the  Mayor  was  absent  from  the 
city. 

Gone  Beyond  Bounds 

"I  don't  propose  to  vote  for  any 
document  that  I  haven't  seen,"  sup- 
plemented Aid.  Sargent,  who  added 
that  he  did  not  even  feel  capable  of 
criticising  the  conciliation  board 
award.  If  the  newspaper  reports 
were  correct,  he  saw  grounds  for  crit- 
icism. The  conciliation  board,  he 
said,  had  dealt  with  matters  that  had 
not  been  submitted  to  it. 

i  The  same  feelings  prevailed  In  the 
mind  of  Aid.  Cameron,  who  contend- 
ed the  board  had  exceeded  Its  In- 
structions. 

"I  hoped  the  award  of  this  board 
would  settle  the  dispute  once  and  for 
all,"  remarked  Acting  Mayor  Porter, 
"but  there  appears  to  be  more  dis- 
satisfaction and  discontent  than  ever 
in  the  various  departments.  It  is  un- 
doubtedly so;  I've  had  it  from  all 
quarters." 

No  Right  to  Criticise 

Aid.  Fullerton  maintained  that  it 
would  be  a  mistake  to  hesitate  any 
further  in  meeting  the  increased  sal- 
ary demands,  since  they  had  already 
been  virtually  authorised  through  the 
finding  of  the  conciliation  board.  In 
addition,  prompt  action  towards  rati- 
fication of  the  finding  would  facilitate 
the  work  of  the  clerks  In  the  treasury 
department  In  computing  the  in- 
creases and  getting  the  cheques, 
ready.  "Tou  have  no  right  to  criti- 
cise and  there  is  no  reason  for  delay." 
he  stated  finally. 

Aid.  Andros  felt  that  It  would  be 
all  right  to  have  the  cheques  filled  out 
a  week  in  advance,  and  in  the  mean- 
time the  Council  might  take  a  diCFer- 
ent  view  of  the  situation.  "The 
clerks  will  make  their  calculatlona  on 
what  they  will  get  under  this  award 
now,  eVen  though  the  Increaaes 
haven't  been  authorised.  If  they 
have  any  brains,  they  will  do  that 
anyway?*

The  white  men  were:  John  Fair- 
dough  ,  William  D.  Rowlands,  Charlea 
Gordon.  William  Kerr,  William  Mc-

Tellyer.  Several  of  the  offenders 
were  soldiers.

The  manner  In  wMch  the  work  of 
that  board  la  carried  on  is  being 
watched  by  the  British  Columbia 
Government,  Prohibition  Cemmts- 
sioner  Flndlay  stated  yesterday  after 
hla  return  from  a  week-end  trip  to 
Vancouver.  Here  in  British  Colum- 
bia there  are  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  such  preparatlona  which  have 
attained  a  large  sale.  At  one  time 
the  Government  contemplated  prose- 
cutions against  the  manufacturers 
and  sellers  of  certain  preparations, 
but  in  view  of  the  Alberta  experi- 
ment it 'was  decided  to  wait  and  see 
how  the  situation  la  met  there.  Many 
prepeiratlbna  contain  a  very  large 
quantity  of  alcohol,  but  other  ln» 
gredlenta  uaed  therein  are  such  that 
only  alcohol  in  large  quantities  is 
suiUble  aa  a  solvent  and  the  prepara- 
tions have  undoubted  merit  from  the 
medicinal  standpoint.

Our  Ally,  Japan,  gave  ceremonial 
welcome,  accompanied  with  much  In 
the  way  of  public  pageant,  elaborate 
dinner*;  etc.,  in  connection  with  the 
visit  there  laat  month  of  Prince  Arthur 
of  Connaught,  who  is  to  reach  Vic- 
toria this  week  from  the  Far  Bast. 

His  Royal  Hlghneaa  reached  Tokyo 
on  Tuesday,  June  18.  The  mllitory- 
ceremonial  object  of  the  mission  and 
the  fact  that  it  was  made  in  war-time 
combined  to  diminish  the  direct  oppor- 
tunities which  the  public  might  other- 
wise have  had  for  seeing  the  Prince, 
and  apart  from  the  first  day  there 
were  few  aet  occasions  on  which  the 
people  of  Japan  were  given  opportuni- 
ties on  which  they  might  signalise  their 
welcome  to  their  Emperor's  dis- 
tinguished visitor.

The  fumea  from  the  Victoria  Chem- 
ical Company's  inner  harbor  plant 
have  been  eo  strong  lately  that  they 
have  Interfered  with  the  theatre  bus- 
iness, the  aldermen  were  informed 
last  night. 

Messrs.  Elliott,  Maclekn*  &  Shandley. 
lawyers,  wrote  the  City  Council  to 
the  elTect  that  Mr.  Nichols,  lessee  of 
the  Variety  Theatre,  had  Instructed 
them  to  ask  for  clvio  prooeedings 
under  the  smoke  nuisance  by-law 
against  the  Victoria  Chemical  Com- 
pany for  allowing  fumes  to  escape 
from  Ito  works. 

"Our  client  states  thfit  on  Satur- 
day last  fumes  escaped  to  auch  an 
extent  that  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  all  the  fana  in  the  theatre  were 
working,  his  parens  were  obliged  to 
quit  the  .building,"  the  law  Arm 
wrote-  "Mr.  Nlchol  stotes  that  the 
fumes  have  been  escaping  In  large 
auaatities  for  some  considerable  time 
and  they  have  injured  his  business  to 
a  great  extent." 

RememberiiMC  the  protest  against 
the  commencement  of  proeecutlon 
against  the  Cameron  Lumber  Com- 
pany, the  Council  decided  that  the 
better  course  was  to  refer  the  com- 
plaint to  the  Victoria  Chemical  Com. 
pany  with  the  request  that  stepa  t>e 
token  to  abate  the  nuisance  as  much 
aa  possible. 

"The  company  is  doing  Importont 
work  and  lu  pay  roll  means  a  lot 
to  Victoria,"  said  Alderman  Fuller- 
ton.  "As  soon  as  the  present  con- 
tracte  run  out.  the  plant  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  main  location  on  Jamea 
Island."

Vietoria'e  ataS  ef  letter  oerrlere  went 
out  on  atrlka  jreaterdar  momlns  in 
cofiaequance  of  the  failure  of  the  Fed- 
eral postal  authorities  to  slsnlfjr  ac- 
ceptance of  the  terms  of  the  demands 
which  the  I.etter  Carriers'  Association 
here,  as  well  as  at  VanoouTer.  New 
Weiitmliister,  Winnipeg  and  Toronto, 
recently  made  upon  the  Ottawa  heads 
for  the  appointment  of  a  board  ef  eon- 
cillatioa  and  Investlratlon.  in  default 
of  which  a  strike  would  be  called  on 
Mondar. 

Up  to  an  early  hour  yesterday  morn- 
ing no  acceptance  of  the  demands  was 
fertheomlnc  from  the  Postmaster-Oen- 
eral,  and  at  7  o'clock  the  strike  was 
Inaugurated.  On  Sunday  nlfht  a  mes- 
aace  was  received .  to  the  effect  that 
the  extra-provlnolal  (rant  made  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Federal  House  would 
be  paid. -but  this  was  not  considered  ^n 
any  sense  a  corapllanoe  with  the  de- 
mand for  the  Investlsatlon  Into  tVa 
present  situation  of  the  carriers,  who 
•re  claiming  Increaaed  pay  by  reason- 
of  the  Increased  cost  of  llvinc,  an  In- 
crease which  would  Jive  a  mlnlmunr 
of  11.200  and  a  maximum  of  |1,400  a 
y«ar.  The  Postmaster-Qenerara  com- 
munication also  set  forth  that  durlnc 
the  absence  of  other  members  of  the 
cabinet  further  action  by  him  could 
not  be  taken. 

Forty-three  carriers  are  on  strike. 
There  was  but  one  exception  yester- 
day, that  of  a  returned  soldier,  a  car- 
rier but  not  a  member  of  the  union. 
He  was  the  only  repres^nUtlve  of  the 
staff  sportlnr  the  familiar  straw  hat 
and  the  blue  blue  uniform  with  red 
facing  and  the  aole  distributor  of  mall 
to   the  downtown   section.

It  waa 
mmorod  yesterday  that  a  number  of 
returned  men  would  take  the  places 
of  the  atrikers,  but  such  was  not  the 
eaaa,  and  none  showed  any  wllllnf- 
ne«a  to  do  so.

lAst  night  nothing  further  had  come 
through  from  Ottawa  and  the  strUclas 
carriers  were  emphatic  In  their  declar- 
ation that  the  strike  would  continue 
until  the  asked-for  board  of  concilia- 
tion Is  appointed  or  until  Instructions 
to  retam  to  work  are  reeelred  from 
the  Dominion  exeouUve  of  the  I^ettelr 
Carrlera'  Aas€>elatlon  at  Toronto. 

There  was  t41k  last  nlfht  that  the 
sorters  and  clerks  still  at  work  at  the 
post  office  would  likely  co  out  today 
In  sympathy  with  the  carriers,  but 
neithlnr  definite  to  that  effect  was 
forthoomlnv.  The  sorters  and  clerks 
were  at  work  yesterday,  but  they  hand- 
led no  mall  that  ordinarily  would  go 
to  the  carriers.  Only  that  for  the  box 
holders  and  ftor  ceneral  dsUvery  was 
handlsd  by  them. 

The  first  sian,  from  the  standpoint 
•t  the  public,  of  the  effects  of  the 
strike  was  observed  when  downtown 
offices  which  were  relyina  upon  the 
mall  delivery  commenced  calUna  up 
the  post  office  complaining  of  the 
non-delivery  of  mail.  All  momlnir 
Postmaster  Bishop  was  beelered  with 
inquiries.    'He    took    steps      to    auc- 

Iment  the  stair  at  the  post  office,  so 
that  a  areat  mass  of  mall  matter 
which  the  sorters  and  regular  dorks 
had  refused  to  handle  could  be  deipt 
with.  By  aarly  attvrnoan  soi^e 
twenty-five  men  and  airls  had  been 
encaced  and  the  sorting  of  mail 
matter  which  arrived  Saturday  after- 
noon, Sunday  and  yesterday  momlns 
was  got  tbrouffh  with,  while  outffo- 
inc  mall  was  also  got  away  as  expe- 
ditiously as  posalble.  ' 

Crowds  Seek  Mall 

In  the  meantime  the  post  office 
general  delivery  was  stormed  by 
people  seeking  their  mail.  The  crowds 
grew  as  the  aftemoop  wore  on,  and 
to  expedite  matters  the  general  de- 
livery wickets  were  abandoned  and 
the  crowd  allowed  In  behind  tha 
line  of  boxes,  a  sort  of  barricade  of 
desks  being  .erected  In  a  semi-cimle. 
and  all  afternoon  this  space  woe 
crowded.  In  the  rear  of  the  general 
office  the  staff  of  haatUy  engaged 
clerka  dodged  in  and  out  among 
tables  and  the  long  line  of  recep- 
tacles in  which  general  delivery  mail 
Is  stocked.  Papers  and  parcels  were 
not  touched  until  the  letter  mail  had 
been  attended   to. 

Under  the  present  arrangements,  as 
made  by  Postmaster  Bishop,  mall 
will  be  delivered  at  the  general  de- 
livery to  all  not  In  possession  of 
private  boxes,  between  9  a.ra.  and 
noon,  and  t  p.m.  and  8  p.m.  Post- 
master Bishop  stated  yesterday  that 
he  Is  desirous  of  securing  help,  and 
if  he  can  do  so  an  outside  m4II  de- 
livery system  will  be  Inaugurated  to 
as  great  an  extent  as  possible.  The 
work  of  getting  his  new  temporary 
staff  Into  harness  and  answering  the 
thousand  and  one  questions  from  In 
front  as  well  as  from  behind  the  di- 
viding lines  between  public  and  staff, 
kept  Mr.  Binhop  a  busy  man  all  day 
yesterday.  He  had  nothing  to  say 
concerning  the  action  of  the  carriers 
or  their  demands,  but  his  atutude 
was  eloquent  of  his  wtsh  that  tha 
disturbance  of  the  ordered  routine  of 
the  office  had  not  ooenrred.  He  was 
emphatic  In  his  statement  that  there 
wUl  be  no  delay  la  getting  away  the 
out-going  mail  and  that  all  the  Sun- 
«lay  mall  out-boun<3  had  beer,  dealt 
with  promptly.

Mr.  Will  F.  Norrls,  After  an  Ex- 
tended Tour  of  the  Coast 
Section,  fleports  Pronounced 
Activity  at  All  Points. 


Mr,  Will  F.  Norrls,  formerly  pub- 
lisher of  the  Nanaimo  Free  Press, 
reacheil  Victoria  yesterday  after 
having  spent  several  months  covering 
thoroughly  the  coast  division  of 
British  Columbia.  He  reports  the 
province  to  bo  expressive  at  this  time 
JtC^aJln«aDP«aranca  of  substanUaUty. 
This,  he  says,  is  particularly  true  of 
the  coast  cities,  where  industry  has 
naturally  felt  an  impetus  as  the  re- 
sult of  an  earnest  endeavor  to  con- 
tribute strength  to  the  nation's  war 
effort,  but  is  refiectsd  to  nearly  as 
pronouneM  an  extent  In  the  more 
Inland  places  where  Increased  agri- 
cultural and  mining  undertakings  are 
spreading  a  tone  of  prosperity. 

Mr.  Norrls  came  here  directly  from 
Prince  Rupert,  where  enthusiasm 
recently  ran  riot  with  the  announce- 
ment that  ten  ships  were  to  be  the 
Immediate  programme  of  Its  ship- 
yards. No  stranger  to  fishing  as  an 
Industry  on  account  of  his  long  resi- 
dence in  Nanaimo,  the  hub  of  the 
herring  fisheries,  Mr.  Norrls  confesses 
no  lack  of  porspeotlve  in  the  matter 
as  shown  to  him  by  the  remarkable 
centre  for  deep  sea  fishing  Prince 
Rupert  has  attained  to,  especially 
under  the  Influence  of  a  war  demand. 

/The  erstWhIle  publisher  of  The 
Free  Presa  Joinod  the  staff  of  Wrig- 
ley  Directories.  Limited,  of  Vancou- 
ver, last  January,  since  which  time 
he  has  been  actively  engaged  in 
assisting  the  preparation  of  the 
British  Columbia  Tear  Book  and 
Oaseteer  for  1918.  This  edition,  he 
auyn,  is  to  be  by  far  the  most  com- 
prehensive and  valu4ble  compendium 
of  facts  about  the  province  that  has 
ever  been  undertaken.  The  various 
departments  of  the  Provincial  Oov- 
emment  are  contributing  a  hundred 
pages  of  facts  about  the  resources 
of  the  province  in  detail  aa  to  its 
various  sections,  and  similar  statis- 
tics with  reference  to  the  various 
eommanltles  are  supplied  from  ac- 
credited sources.  Altogether  some 
1SC9  different  cities,  towns  and 
settlements  are  given  a  careful  syn- 
opsis of  sUtisUcal  detail.  When  It 
Is  considered  that  there  are  but  1,200 
post  offices  In  the  province,  some 
Idea  of  the  thoroughness  of  the  work 
wUl  be  understood.  It  will  contain 
as  well  an  alphabetical  directory  of 
business  and  professional  men,  farm- 
ers, fruit  growers,  etc.,  throughout 
the  province  and  a  classified  direc- 
tory of  manufacturers,  retailers,  pro- 
ducers, dealers  and  consu.mers,  Met- 
ing all  products  from  the  raw  ma- 
terial to  the  finished  article.  It  Is 
not.  however,  a  complete  directory  of 
tha  population. 

The  edition  is  expected  to  be  off 
the  press  in  September  and  Mr.  Nor- 
rls is  in  th!s  city  at  the  present  time 
closing'  up  the  details  in  respect  to 
Victoria.

Coast  and  while  In  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia married  Helen,  widow  of  Alfred 
Heath  an4  daughter  of  thO  lau  Mr. 
T.  WynniB.  M.  I.  C.  B..  F.  B.  S.,  Man- 
or House,  Qnorall,  Stafford,  England, 
l^r.  and  Mrs.  Joule  then  came  to  this 
city,  where  they  made  a  heat  of 
frlenda  during  the  twenty  years  he 
was  in  the  customs  here.  He  was 
eventually  made  collector  of  customs 
at  Gateway.  B.  C,  which  position  he 
held  until  his  retirement  seven  years 
ago,  when  rSeldenoe  was  taken  up 
at  Baynes  Lake. 

The  late  Mr.  Joule  Is  survived  by 
his  widow,  a  son,  John  Trafford,  who 
was  a  member  of  Canada's  first  con- 
tingent and  1b  still  serving  overseas; 
a  son.  Francis  Jametf  Prescott,  who 
recently  received  hie  honorable  dis- 
charge from  the  226th  Canadian  Bat- 
talion, and  three  daughters,  Mrs. 
Sheldon- Williams,  of  Cowichan:  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Pringle,  of  Vancouver,  and  Miss 
Hilda  W.  Joule,  who  Is  now  with  her 
mother  at  Baynes  Lake.

Swallowing  a  quantity  of  carbollo 
acid.  Mrs.  Kthei  Cole  last  night  took 
her  owa  life  In  an  upatalr  room  of  the 
Gordon  Hotel  shortly  before  midnlrht. 
When  Dr.  Lennox,  who  was  summoned 
by  her  husband.  Frederick  Cole,  ar- 
rived at  the  place  she  was  alive,  but 
though  rushed  to  St.  Joseph's  Hospi- 
tal, where  every  effort  was  made  to 
eave  her  llfe^  she  expired  la  agony. 

Mystery  surrounds  the  woataa's  act. 
Apparently  a  few  minutes  before  tak- 
ing the  fatal  draught  ahe  waa  In  good 
splrita  She  left  her  husband  and  her 
sister.  Mrs.  RItoble,  lately  arrived 
from  Seattle,  in  the  rooma  she  ooou- 
pled  above  the  hotel  while  ihe  weat 
to  the  bathroom  to  dress  aa  Injury 
she  had  received  In  her  hand.  She 
was  gone  some  tloM  and  her  sister 
went  oqt  Into  the  corridor  td  ascer- 
tain why  she  delayed.  She  saw  Mrs. 
Cole  oome  out  of  the  bathroom  and 
etagger  acroes  the  hall  Into  a  nearby 
room,  the  doer  of  whieh  was  open. 
When  the  sister,  notldag  something 
waa  the  matter  with  her,  ran  Into  the 
room.  Mrs.  Cole  was  lying  on  the  bed 
and  apparently  suffering  acutely.  She 
said  she  had  taken  the  acid.  Dr.  Len- 
nes  was  eent  for.  but  by  the  time  he 
arrived  Mrs.  Cole  was  beyond  help. 
The  police  patrol  was  called  and  the 
woman  rushed  to  the  hospital  where 
she  died  Immediately  ditw  arrlvaL

After  attending  the  session  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest  Sum  me.  Schools 
for  employed-  T.  M.  C.  A.  workers, 
three  local  men.  Mr.  Graham.  Mr.  H. 
H.  Holllns  and  Mr.  J.  Thompson, 
returned  during  the  week-end.  They 
have  come  back  with  new  enthusiasm, 
new  Ideas  and  a  vision  of  great  pos- 
sibilities of  their  work. 

The  sununer  schools  are  held  at 
Seabeck,  Washington.  This  place  was 
once  a  lumber  town,  but  the  mill  was 
burnt  down  and  the  village  even- 
tually faded  out.  >  Mr.  Coleman 
bought  the  property  anU  erected 
buildings  upon  It.  It  haa  been  a 
purely  philanthropic  enterprise  and 
the  place  is  being  used  as  one  of  the 
places  where  welfare  institutions 
such  as  the  T.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  T. 
W.  C.  A.  hold  their  summer  schools. 
The  cottages  in  which  the  mill  men 
and  their  families  used  to  reside  are 
uow  used  as  the  sleeping  quarters  o^ 
the  students.  There  Is  a  large  din- 
ing hall  seating  over  two  hundred, 
also  an  administration  building. 

This  year's  school  was  attended  by 
two  hundred  and  seventy-five  men, 
some  of  whom  brought  their  families 
along.  Experienced  T.  M.  C.  A.  work- 
ers with  aa  much  as  twenty-five  years 
of  service  to  their  credit  came  to 
learn  new  methods  and  to  adjust 
themselves  to  new  conditions.  The  ut- 
moet  good-fellowship  prevailed  and 
the  enthusiasm  and  dreams  of  the 
leaders  were  contagious. 

DUtagnlBbed  Lecturers 
Among  the  many  notable  workers 
who  lectured  at  the  schools  were  Dr. 
O.  J.  Fisher,  of  New  York,  lecturing 
on  the  physical  end  of  the  work  and 
the.  personal  life  of  the  secretaries: 
Mr.'  B.  C.  Foster,  of  New  York,  boys' 
work  specialist;  Dr.  >  G.  Studer,  of 
Detroit,  where  the  T.  M.  C.  A.  has 
a  larger  member^llp  than  anywhere 
else  In  the  world,  lecturing  on  the 
administration  of  the  work;  Professor 
Harris,  of  Vanderbllt  University, 
lecturing  on  public  speaking,  charac- 
ter and  personality:  and  Professor  N. 
Colman,  of  the  State  University  of 
Washington,  who  supervises  the  army 
work  on  the  coast. 

Mr.  B.  H.  McLean,  international 
secretary  for  the  T.  M.  C.  A.  at 
Lucknow,  India,  was  one  of  the  Bible 
Clans  leaders.  He  spoke  on  Mes- 
opotamlan  work  and  the  social  service 
of  India,  pointing  out  that  T.  M.  C. 
A.  secretaries  accompanied  troops 
from  India  to  France  before  the  Can- 
adian secretaries  arrived.    . 

Work  among  the  soldiers  received 
particular  attention.  There  were  men 
there  to  receive  the  rudiments  of 
"T"  work  who  had  left  high  positions 
In  the  States  to  become  army  secret- 
ariea.  They  Included  well  known 
ministers,  salesmen,  big  business  men, 
newspaper  men  and  many  othera. 
Several  ihwusand  men  are  needed  for 
this  work  at  once,  so  rapid  Is  the 
transportation  of  troops  to  Franee. 

The  history  of  the  Tonng  Men's 
Christian  Association,  the  flnaaolng, 
co-operation  with  chi>rches  and  other 
organisations,  the  social  needs.  Indus- 
trial work,  all  were  given  consider- 
ation. • 

Five  years  ago  Mr.  Poole,  a  member 
of  parliament  In  New  Zealand.'  met 
Mr.  Graham,  the  general  secretary 
here.  In  Victoria.'  They  both  at- 
tended the  summer  school  tt-|s  year, 
and  Mr  Poole  Immediately  recognised 
the  Victoria  man.  Bringing  greetings 
from  New  Zealahd.  he  told  of  the 
work  which  la  being  done  there 
among  the  returned  eoldters  and 
spoke  of  the  emphasis  put  upon  the 
establishment  of  home  life.

In  Ireland,  she  went .  out  to  SotUb 
Africa  te  be  married^  and  one  of  her 
earliest  undertakings  was  in  conneo- 
tion  with  the  organisation  of  a  society 
which  cared  for  Indigent  women  in  the' 
diamond-field  district.
